walader and Judge Craddoca appeared for 
plaintiff. Defendants were not represented. 
Plaintiff’s counsel filed affidavits showing 
that certain named defendants in the action 
had been violating tho injunction issued by 
Judge Keyser restraining then from suffer­ 
ing debris to fliw into the Yuba river or its 
tributaries. Judge Mayhew, on this show­ 
ing, made an order requiring said defendants 
to appear in ths Superior Court here and 
show cause why they should not be punished 
for contempt. The defendants named in 
the order are the *Eureka Lake and Yuba 
Canal Company; the Boston Mining Com­ 
pany ; the Milton Mining Company; the 
China Mining Company and the North 
Bloomfield Mining Company, all operating 
in Nevada county.

The Tombstone (Arizona) Nugget, of the 
25th ultimo says : We were informed last 
evening that the position of Governor of 
the Territory had been, or would be, of­ 
fered to Judge Stilwell ; that he had pig- 
nified his acceptance, snd that a new Judge 
would be appointed to fill the vacancy 
caused l>y his resignation from the bench. 
Numbers of beavers are found on the 
Hnmboldt aud its tributaries—fine fat fel­ 
lows, weighing from twenty-five to forty 
pounds.

DOMESTIC NE1T3. 
Butler nml the Panama Canal Question. 
N ew Y ork, November 2d.—Ben Butler 
told a Herald interviewer yesterday: “ I am 
opposed in every dictate o t judgment and 
every sentiment of patriotism.to the Panama 
Canal scheme, either id peace or war. I do 
not put it upon the silly ground that ths 
building of it is an infringement of the Mon­ 
roe doctrine. England has seized upon ths 
whole commerce of the eastern shore of the 
American Continent, but we still control 
some commerce on the western shore*. Open 
canal, and she seizes upon that. If 
anybody indulges in the not too wice idea that 
when British vessels carrying British goods 
get through the canal they will lake their 
freight up to San Francisco to to distributed 
up ana down the Stats front thence, such 
person simply indulges in a dream. British 
ships will distribute the freight, themselves in 
thsir own way, to the exclusion of American 
merchants. England can lay goods at the 
end of the Panama canal from Liverpool as 
cheaply as she can in New York. As the 
matter stands now, Engisad could cot block­ 
ade San Francisco, because no blockade 
would be sufficient which was not by stgam 
vessel», end she has no war vessels which can 
carry more than enough coal to make the run 
from the Sandwich Island* to San Francisco 
and return ; but open the Panama Canai. 
and you might as well anchor Gibraltar off 
the Golden Gate, because then she could put 
her heavy iron-clads around our Pacific porta 
and maintain them there, certainly nutil wa 
couid build a navy which could cope with 
them. The whole western coSit of cur Con­ 
tinent would be open to the ravages of ker 
navy until she had a navy on that coast that 
could meet ours. It is said that the Powers 
promise a guarantee of neutrality in the 
canal. History teaches what that means. 
The Powers guaranteed the neutral­ 
ity of Denmark, but that guarantee 
did not count for much when the fleet of Nel­ 
son was at Copenhagen. Whatever paper 
guarantees might be. the stroDgert naval 
nation in case of war would take possession 
of the Panama Canal. I hope the adminis­ 
tration, sustsined by Congress with unanim­ 
ity, as it will bs no party question, will eim- 
piy give notice to everybody that in its judg­ 
ment it is neither for the necessity, con­ 
venience or interest of the United States to 
have a canal at Panama, ai.d that whoever 
builds it after such notice must do so with 
the full and distinct uniiers’jcdtng that when 
it becomes in our judgment for the interest of 
the United States to take possession of such, 
we sball do so, who'ly irrespective cf any 
rights of private property which may be 
claimed for the money put into it.

SMALL POX 
It appears that there is no State quaran­ 
tine law in California. The separate coun­ 
ties can establish quarantine regulation?, 
but the State has been left without any 
machinery for putting in motion the power 
of self-protection whish it necessarily 
possesses. 
Under these circumstances 
there Í3 no other way of protecting the 
community than for the Execntive, who 
represents all the latent as well as active 
powers of the State, to put aside forms and 
assume the authority which it is his duty 
to do in great emergencies. It is appre­ 
hended by many physicians of great expe­ 
rience that aa epidemic of small-pox 
threatens the State, and that the disease is 
being brought here by emigrauts. The 
State Board of Health ha3 no power to 
deal with the matter, but it is manifestly 
the proper organization to be vested with 
tho necessary authority'. This investiture 
can be conferred by the Governor, and he 
should empower the Beard to establish a 
regular and efficient quarantine oh the 
State line ; that is to say, at or near Truc- 
kee, If this enemy is to be fought we 
mnst clearly' meet it at tho outworks. 
It 
will not do to let it enter the State, 
and then enter upen the hopeless 
tvsk of 
isolating it. 
Quarantine at 
tas State frontier is the only prac­ 
tical remedy to lie 
adopted, 
and 
it ought to be adopted without further loss 
o' time. The Goveinor risks nothing in 
empowering the State Board of Health to 
a:t in the case, for there can be no ques­ 
tion as to the right and power of the State 
t) protect itself against contagions dis­ 
eases. It is a mere sanita'y measure, but 
it is a highly nee ssary one. We are in­ 
formed that the medical men who have 
examined the situation most thoroughly 
a-e fully convinced of the reality and ex­ 
t ;nt of the danger. They say that unless 
prompt and energetic protective measure* 
are taken we shall haTe small-pox here in 
a i epidemio form in i i ery short time, 
a ;d they add that i t s a; peering in a par­ 
t cularly virulent fcrm. 
Those who re­ 
member the terrible 1 mall-pox epidemic 
of San Francisco in 1S07 will agree with 
us that no time ought to be lost in fortify­ 
ing the State against this formidable foe. 
A judicious and effective qnarantine at 
Trttckee now may eiaMe i he doctors to 
overcome the disease already in the State. 
Bmt if this warning and advice are neg­ 
lected, a month here; it will very prob­ 
ably be no longer possible to cope with the 
danger. 


The Marysville Appeal yesterday pub­ 
lished an interview with Judge Niles 
Searls, of Nevada City, in which he stated 
what he thought it safe to say the miners 
were willing to undertake in the way of an 
arrangement with the farmers on the debris 
question. 01 course Judge Searls had no 
authority to make any formal proposition 
on the subject, but it is well known that 
he is folly informed of the views of the 
miners, and he íb too cautious and respon­ 
sible a man to commit himself to state­ 
ments which would be repudiated by those 
he thus unofficially represented. He says 
he thinks it safe to say as follows : “ The 
“ miners will agree to construct at their 
“ own expense a stone dam in the Yuba at 
“ the mouth of Deer creek, such as is 
“ recommended by Colonel Mendell, and 
** to make the dam high enough and strong 
“ enough to satisfy the farmers. They are 
“ willing to begin work on the dam imme- 
“ diately the compromise suggested is 
“ made. They will make such a dam as 
“ Mendell says ia certain to stand, and if 
“ need be would supplement it by brush 
“ dams lower down the river. They would 
“ not ask as a condition precedent that the 
“ pending debris suits be withdrawn, but 
“ would simply require that the suits re- 
“ main in elatu quo until the dam or dams 
“ had been built and approved by a proper 
“ Commission appointed for that purpose, 
“ with the understanding that the suits 
“ would then be dismissed. I do not think 
“ the miners would agree to stop work 
“ while the dams were building, but by 
“ beginning the construction of the stone 
“ dam immediately they would stop more 
“ debris, during say the first sixty days 
“ thereafter, than they could put in in that 
“ time, and which without the dam would 
“ be continually flowing down Btream.” 
It may we suppose be safely assumed 
that Judge Searls haB in this interview 
faithfully represented the measures which 
the miners are willing to undertake if the 
farmers will meet them in a friendly spirit. 
Of course the underlying implication is 
that whatever the miners do in this re­ 
gard must be sufficient to hold the farmers 
harmless henceforward. 
The question 
whether the measures proposed are capable 
of achieving that end is therefore the most 
important one to be considered. It is 
necessarily a question for engineering 
science to pass upon, and no other judg­ 
ment can be of final or conclusive value 
concerning it. If competent engineers re­ 
port that the flow of debris upon the 
farming lands can be successfully pre­ 
vented by the measures proposed, it will 
be for the farmers to determine whether 
such a settlement is or is not as good a 
one as they are likely to obtain in any 
other way. It will doubtless be realized 
that the compromise suggested embraces 
less of certainty than a perpetual injunc­ 
tion. This Í3 undeniable. But there arc 
offsets to that consideration. For example, 
who can venture to predict the end of the 
litigation which has been entered upon ? 
When wealthy corporations find their 
existence at Btake they will fight to the 
bitter end, and the law’s delays are in 
such circumstances practically illimitable. 
Several high legal authorities have already 
expressed the opinion that a decision could 
not be reached in these eases in ten years. 
Supposing that is so, where will the lands 
of the threatened farmers be before they 
obtain the relief they seek ? 
If they could go on swiftly, and be sure, 
first, of a profnpt decision, and, second, of 
a favorable decision, it would bo unrea­ 
sonable to talk of compromise. .But com­ 
promise presupposes always the existence 
of an equilibrium of uncertainty. Neither 
side can tell how the contest will termi­ 
nate, and therefore both sides are willing 
to discount the future at a moderate rate. 
Compromise, in short, is believed to be the 
best way of securing the equities of the 
situation with a minimum of friction and 
expense, in this case the equities are with 
the farmers mainly, but they should be 
cautious about pushing their advances be­ 
yond those equities. For example, if the 
miners can carry on their business without 
inflicting injury upon their neighbors, their 
right to do so is incontestable. It ¡3 not, 
therefore, to stop hydraulic mining that 
the farmers are joined, but to stop the flow 
of debris from the hydraulic mines upon 
their lands. Now if the miners offer to take 
care of this debris ; if, that is, they under­ 
take so to prosecute their business that no 
injury shall result to the farmers ; the ob­ 
ject sought by the latter will have been 
obtained. 
The advantage of the proposed com­ 
promise consists in this : that it offers an 
immediate cure for the evil complained of, 
whereas legislation does not offer an im­ 
mediate cure. 
Again, the compromise 
plan may be looked at in this way : Sup 
posing that the miners carried out these 
measures without making any arrange­ 
ment with the farmers. Could the latter 
then expect to win their suits ? Clearly 
no t; but why not ? Because the miners 
would then be able to show that the 
abuse complained of had ceased. And if 
this would be the result of the carrying out 
of the compromise project without a com­ 
promise, does it not follow that the effect­ 
iveness of the proposition ¡3 demonstrated ? 
A compromise wiil also provide for the 
holding back of all the debris put into the 
streams from the time the work is com­ 
pleted. That is beyond question an earlier 
date than the Courts can give any prospect 
of for the cessation of the evil. There arc 
always some people who seem to think it 
very fine and courageous and manly to go 
about shouting “ No Compromise!” But 
if in sober truth compromise is tho best the 
situation admits of, to refnse it is merely 
stupid. Whether it is the best the present 
situation admits of, and whether the par­ 
ticular form of compromise proposed by 
Judge Searls is the most advantageous to 
be had, are questions to be discussed seri­ 
ously and in a practical spirit. There is, 
however, as we trust we have made quite 
plain in this article, enough in Judge 
Searls’ proposition to command the atten­ 
tion and the dispassionate examination of 
the farmers.

TH03E CONFEDERATE BONDS. 
The Bank of England is to a great many 
people a very mysterious, in fact almost 
mythical institution. They are prepared 
to hear at any time that there is an estate 
of a thousand millions of dollars, the 
whole of which is in gold coin and depos­ 
ited in the remarkably elastic vaults of 
this truly wonderful bank. A perfect 
swarm of these stories has been buzzing 
through the newspapers as long as we can 
remember, and singularly enough the heirs 
of these splendid estates are perpetually 
getting lost, so that the money lies in the 
bank and grows and grows, until some day 
there arises a passionate outcry for Ameri­ 
can heirs, and then for the next six months 
our journffb vie with one another in extra- 
illustrating the estate, and in finding brand- 
new heirs for it all over the country. The 
heir market having apparently been slack of 
late, some g'fted being has invented a de 
ligbtfulstory about a littlesum of six million 
pounds sterling, said to have been depos­ 


ited in the Bank of England by the ex­ 
Confederate Government during the rebell­ 
ion. According to the story the Confed­ 
erate Government appears to have somehow 
lost the combination subsequently, and so 
the money could not be drawn out. And 
now it is whispered that Jeff. Dav¡3 and 
Judah P. Benjamin have laid their heads 
together to get hold of this windfall by 
presenting Confederate bonds in exchange 
for it. Nobody troubles themselves to 
inquire in what manner the Confederate 
bonds are to be utilized. But it happenB 
that just at this moment there is a strange 
and in fact inexplicable demand for these 
documents, end this is quite enough to 
start the story on iis travels. The account 
of the grand treasure hunt has been spoiled 
at the last moment by the cold statement, 
made by the Pall Mall Gazette, that no 
such Confederate deposit exists in the 
Bank of England. If inquiries of that 
kind were to be made on the threshold of 
every sensation of this sort, it would be im­ 
possible to “ float” any of the fifty-million 
pound estate narratives, and thus our 
current literature would sustain a distinct 
loss. It is, however, rather discouraging 
to find that the American reading public 
does not seem to become more critical and 
exacting with the lapse of years ia these 
matters, but that it accepts with a child­ 
like and touchingly simple credulity state­ 
ments compared to which the venerable 
story of Jack and the Bsan-stalk Í3 a 
model of scrupulous veracity and a pat­ 
tern of literary talent. If our profes­ 
sional liars would only make it appear that 
they felt called upon to do their work care­ 
fully and with circumstance, it wonld be 
some slight consolation. But they patch 
us great coarse hunks of lies, unlicked, 
rude, embryotic, as it were, with a cynical 
confidence which speaks volumes of their 
knowledge concerning our gullibility. 


ADMITS IT TO BE A FABLE. 
We do not pretend to interpret that 
which is unintelligible, and therefore we 
shall not trouble ourselves to find a mean­ 
ing for the ridiculous rigmarole in which 
the organ of the Four Supervisors seeks to 
conceal the fact that it cannot produce one 
scintilla of evidence in support of its 
sensational story about the attack upon 
the virtue of the faithless Four. The 
ridiculous rigmarole of the organ, how­ 
ever, does not serve its purpose, for the 
fact of its failure to prove the truth of its 
statements stands out conspicuously. In 
short it is convicted by its own vain wrig- 
glings and squirmings, of having attempted 
to palm off a stupidly-conceived and clum­ 
sily-told fable upon this community, in the 
hope that through this foolish invention 
it might create a reaction in favor of its 
patrons, the fajthless Four. So much is 
now clear enough, and as there is nothing 
else of any consequence remaining to be 
considered we should dismiss the affair as 
finished were we not really a little curious 
to know what the organ of the Supervisors 
has meant by demanding that its language 
shall be reprinted by us. As a matter of 
course we have no room for the kind of 
stuff referred to, nor should we consider it 
fair to inflict upon our readers such ineffa­ 
ble twaddle. Bat how tho Supervisors’ 
organ can have supposed that its position 
could bo improved in any way by the 
resurrection of any portion of its diurnal 
nonsense is a deeper mystery even than its 
tale of the “ Sack.” 


THE FRENCH IN AFRICA. 
The French are not making any marked 
progress in Africa. Their advance upon 
the sacred city of Ivairwan was heralded 
as the beginning of the end. They were 
to hem in the most formidable of the 
Arabs by capturing that city, and the rest 
was to. be easy. But when they reached 
Khairwan they encountered no resistance 
whatever, greatly to their surprise, and 
when they entered the city they found it 
empty of troops. They had iu fact gained 
nothing by capturing it. The Arabs were 
still as far from being subdued as ever. 
They might hold tho place, but they could 
not hold a rood of the country beyond it. 
In fact they have not been able to retain 
anything except by strong guards and gar­ 
risons, and of course that kind of thing 
must have an end. They are in fact en­ 
gaged in a war with a people who are in­ 
spired by religious fanaticism, and who 
consequently will fight with superhuman 
energy and pertinacity. 
They have not 
conquered Tunis, and the end is as far from 
recognition as when they first landed and 
proceeded to invent the recalcitrant Krou- 
mira. Tunis indeed promises to be far 
worse than Algeria, and moreover the war 
is almost certain to extend beyond Tunis 
and to involve the whole Arab population 
of the coast. As a diplomatic proceeding 
the Tunis expedition is a decided failure, 
and as a military experiment it certainly 
has not covered the French army with any 
new laurels.

DOMESTIC. 


Sym pathy Ironi Guatem ala. 
W ashington, November 21.—Lorenzo 
Montuf&r, Secretary of State of Guatemala, 
special envoy to convey in person the sym­ 
pathy and condolence of his Government and 
people to the United States upon the death 
of President Gaifield, called upon President 
Arthur in the fulfillment of his mission. Ho 
was accompanied by Dr. Loring, Minister of 
the United State3 to Central America, and 
by Secretary Blaine. Montufar, closing his 
address, said : “ Although illustrious Presi­ 
dent Garfield be dead, his elevated thought 
and noble aims have not goce down with him 
into the grave. They live in tho heart of all 
Americans, and are continued in the person 
of a citizen of high endowments and civic 
virtues. Receive, sir, the whhes I cherish 
for the well-being of your Government, 3ud 
for the happine<>3 of this admirable republic, 
which, in its rapid development and extraor­ 
dinary growth, is without parallel in the his­ 
tory of the universe.” 
President Arthur replied : * Mr. Minister, 
I am singularly touched as well »3 deeply 
gratified by the sympathetic expression of 
sorrow with which the people and Govern­ 
ment of Guatemala share in the grief that 
has overshadowed our Republic, and it is 
especially pleasing to mo to receive the elo­ 
quent assurances of that sympathy through 
one who is so well fitted by his high station 
and personal qualities to speak in the name 
of his country. Called by the Constitution, 
which laid the foundation of the freedom of 
our great continent a century ago, to succeed 
the wise and good Chief Magistrate whose 
loss wc mourn, it is my aim to carry out and 
still further develop the purpose he has so 
signally manifested of good will and earnest 
friendship towards all kindred Republics of 
the new world, to which we are bound by 
the sacred ties of a common form of govern­ 
ment and close material interest, and in your 
person, Mr. Minister, I greet the Govern­ 
ment and people of Guatemala with sincere 
wishes that they may ever possess the bless­ 
ings of liberty and prosperity which tho 
United States so earnestly desires to see 
shared by all its neighbors.” 
The Signal Service. 
W ashington, November 2d. — General 
Wm. B. Hazen, Chief Signal Officer, has 
transmitted to the Secretary of War Lis an­ 
nual report of the operations of the Signal 
Corps for the year 1881, Hazen calis atten­ 
tion to the fact that the present weather ser­ 
vices for the Pacific coast Í3 iuadequate and 
uneatisf&ct ry, and recommends that a 
specially instructed officer of the Signal 
Corps be stationed at San Francisco, in order 
that he may make a particular study of Pa­ 
cific meteorotgy, and prepare aud send out 
from that city indications of weather and 
wind for the entire coast. This, Hszen 
thinks, will be a much better plan than the 
present one of sending weather forecasts for 
the Pacific coast from Washington.

M ad rid, November *21.—Sencr Portuonda, 
the Deputy for Havana, a most-liberal parti­ 
san of Cuban autonomy, is in favor of a gov­ 
ernment under the sway of Spain, like that 
cf Canada or Australia under English rule.

Cb lean aud Peruvian Affairs. 
New Y ork, November 2d.—Panama ad­ 
vices of the 24th of October are received, and 
Lima advices of the 12th of October. 
Oa Saturday, October 8:h, a cablegram was 
received at Lima announcing that tbe troops 
in Arequipa, Peru, had¡ revolted, imprisoned 
Siiar and bis chief officers, and declared in 
favor of Calderon. It is believed by the 
friends of the latter here that the important 
departments of Bueno and Cusco will follow, 
and that this revolt against Pierola is due to 
the belief that the United States intends 
armed intervention in behalf cf the Calderon 
Government.

MSXICO. 


M exico a s Seen b y S tra n g e E yes—F irs t 
Im p ressio n s o f a T raveler. 


A R e c o r d - U n io n correspondent, writing 
from Manzanillo, Mexico, under date of 
October 10th, Bays ; 
So little is written about the tropics 
upon the American continent, that few 
realize there are sncb places until they 
contemplate visiting this country, and then 
a search for information is in vain, a3 such 
articles as have been published give but 
little information as to routes or inodes of 
travel, or the necessary habiliments to ac­ 
company the traveler for comfort. 
Like 
most all others, I fcuud at Mazstlan a hot 
reception, the mercury indicating 105’, 
which is fully equal to 120" in any of the 
States of America, owing to the heavy 
growth of timber and vegetation for miles 
around the city, and the great amount of 
water in the bayous, evaporating into a 
steam like an old-fashioned sugar-camp on 
a large scale. 
Notwithstanding the heat, 


MAZATLAN 
Is a lively city of 13,000 inhabitants, and 
a large trade is carried on heie. 
The pro­ 
duct of the country around the city is corn, 
vegetables and fruit. 
Two large Italian 
vegetable gardens are farmed about five 
miles from the city, on the northwest. 
Vegetables of all kinds arc p’cnty and as 
cheap as in Sacramento, except potatoes. 
Out from the coast from seventy-five to 
one hundred miles, coffee and cotton are 
successfully cultivated and prove to be 
valuable crops ; also a good article of to­ 
bacco is produced here. 
Cigars, cigarettes 
and bananas are the chief stock in trade 
with the natives, being easier produced. A 
little labor goes a great way with a Mexi­ 
can. 
Mi.zitlan is the coast port for the 
State of Sinaloa, an outlet without duty 
for the product of the State—an item of 
great importance, as evtry State in Mexico 
collects its own duties on exoorts and im­ 
ports, and collects just aa heavy duties 
from a sister State as from a foreign power. 
At Mazatlan, ships anchor 
AT OPEN SEA 
A mile and a half from shore. 
The bay is 
too small and shallow to admit of any­ 
thing but small schooners. 
The loading 
and unloading is all done by lighters, pro­ 
p tiled by oars in the hands of natives. 
Street cars run through the main streets of 
tne city, and are well patronized by the 
natives. 
The buildings are nearly all one- 
story, made of sun-dried bricks or adobe. 
No wagODS and very few carriages of any 
kind are in use in this part of Mexico. 
Everything is done by the faithful donkey 
and burro. 
They carry, on packs, rock for 
building, cobble-stone for paving, gravel, 
sacd and ‘lime for roofing and plastering. 
All the traveling through the country is 
done by ridiug ou horse or mule-back, ex­ 
cept upon some of the main thoroughfares 
from city to city, wiicre stages are run 
through the dry season only, as the roads 
are never worked here—in fact, there are 
no roads in this part of Mexico. 
Business 
of all kinds is monopolized hv the Ger­ 
mans, who, of course, sell everything very 
high, aud assign as a reason the 
HEAVY DUTIES IMPOSED, 
And almost without exception they oppose 
rhe construction of railroads, undoubtedly 
fearing Yankee competition. 
All persons 
visiting Mexico should lay in a good sup­ 
ply of cotton and linen clothing before 
starting, as they are very high here, and 
woolen cannot be worn. There is no ready­ 
made clothing here; if a person wants 
anything they have to leave their order and 
have it made. The common native costume 
is white cotton pants and 6hirt, broad- 
brimmed hat ma le of palm, and sandals on 
the feet male of a thick strip c.f leather 
strapped to the foot with strings. 
All go 
armed with machado and pistol, and will 
fight any time when challenged aod with 
anybody. 
Robberies are common. Travel­ 
ers are accompanied by armed police or 
soldiers, according to suspected danger. 
Soldiers are 
CONSTANTLY PATROLLING 
The country. 
While at Mazatlan a regi­ 
ment came in from the interior, where they 
had been chasing some Indians and rob­ 
bers. 
There were about four hundred 
men in the command, and, without ex­ 
ception, they were the hardest, dingiest, 
dirtieat-looking set of humans I ever saw. 
They maintained no order of line or march; 
no officers could be distinguished among 
them ; the animals they bad were all very- 
small and deathly poor, aud jaded down 
so badly that as soon as the men dis­ 
mounted they by common instinct took 
position of 
rest, and all 
laid down. 
The little pack animals were so’smail their 
loads covered them almost entirely from 
sight. 
The mqn rolled around upon the 
ground, sleeping in the broiling sun like 
young alligators, and looked about as ab­ 
sent and void of any aim or purpose in life. 
At San Bias there is no harbor; sbip3 
anchor at open sea half a mile from shore, 
and there is no city or to-WD.

food, of an unclean kind, such as swill and 
decay ing garbage. 
The flesh of such fowls 
will quickly taint, and eggs will taste un­ 
savory, at least to any one with an ordinary 
palate. 
Freeh air lias much also to do 
with this matter. 
No flush is fit for the 
table which is not allowed an unlimited 
quantity of pure air. 
If any person of 
ordinary discernment would consider the 
condition of highly stall-fed animals at 
Christmas and other similar times of re­ 
joicing, he would be quite easily satisfied 
that although to look ab the stall-fed ani­ 
mal, which always lacks pure air, is the 
fattest, yet its flesh does not agree with 
the stomach as does that of the healthy, 
ordinary-fed animal. 
Some may say that 
the extra fat docs this. 
I Bay not, for I 
have quite often kept account and though 
I do not touch a morsel of fat, I was 
troubled afterward with a disordered stom­ 
ach, which never happened when I partook 
heartily of ordinary fine beef, both fat and 
lean.—{(. inada Farmer.
